The first battle eecdrred between 1 and 2 | 
o'clock p. m., when a procession of several 
thousand workmen carrying red flags 
marched along Zelazna street. The demon- 
stration was quite orderly -and proteeded 
without molestation for some distance. 

Suddenly several squadrons of Uhlans ap- 
peared, but without, interfering with the 
procession, and took up a position along the 
sidewalks while the workmen passed 
through the lines, 


Troops Fire Into Crowds. 

Then a company of infantry approached 
from Marchal Korska street, and imme- 
diately the cavalry charged into the pro- 
cession, driving the people with the flat 
of their swords into a disorganized masse. 

When the cavalry withdrew the infantry 
fired a volley, whereupon the demonstrators 
turned and fled. The infantry continued to 
fire, @ischarging three volleys and about 
forty independent shots into the retreating, 
shrieking, multitude, Thirty-one persons 
were killed and many wounded, and of the 
latter it is believed that fifteen will die. 

The shooting is described as having been 
quite unprovoked. It has aroused the most 
intense indignation among all classes in 
‘Warsaw. Many of who were killed or 
wounded were shot the back, showing

People Ready for heprisals. | 

Popular excitement and imdignation in- 
creased during the afternoon, and the people 
gradually worked up to the point 
of reprisal. 

At 5 o'clock in the afternoon, as a patrol of 
soldiers was passing the corner of Zlota and 
Sosnore streets, some workmen, concealed 
behind a wall, fred. The patrol immediately 
began firing on the passing crowds, killing 
or wounding twenty persons. © 

According to andther report, twenty-five 
were killed and twenty wounded in this fusil-

_ Soldiers Killed by Bomb. 

The first bomb throwing occurred at 9:35 
o’clock tonight, when a bomb was thrown 
into a Cossack patrol in Marzalkow street, 
near the Vienna railroad station. Three 
Cossacks and one policeman were killed and 
two women who were leaving the station at 
the time were severely wounded by the ex- 
plosion of the bomb. 

The Cossacks and infantry fired & number 
of volleys, and it is reported that many per- 
sons were killed or wounded. Troops sur- 
rounded the whole néighborhood. It has. 
been impossible up to’ the present time to 
secure accurate information as to the casual- 
ties in this affair. .

is known as the fluorescent treatment, which

internal cancerous growth with which he 

is afflicted and which surgéons found it tm- 
possible to remove. Dr. Harper arrived from 

Chieago on Sunday, accompanied by Dr. 

Frank Billings, his physician, and the ex- 

amination took place in Dr. 

19 Twenty-eighth street. 

. Aécording to President Harper and Dr. 

Billings remarkable results were shown. 

| By means of X rays, measurements were 

made of the diseased area, and it was found, 
so it is announced, to have decreased in size 
in three weeks’ treatment from eighteen 
square inches to only seven square inches, 
or more than one-half. 
Rapid Abatement Continues. 

{ The’ measurements taken ten days ago, on 

the oecasion of Dr. Harper's last visit here, 
showed the diseased area was twelve inches 
square, and the rapid abatement which sur- 

‘prised physicians then has continued, The 

‘examination also disclosed the fact that the 
diseased area is entirely free from contact 

‘with the abdominal walls. 

While the physicians will not say aa much 
today, it is known. they hope that at the 
next examination, which probably will be 
made two weeks from now, the growth will 
have disappeared. Whether this would mean 
a complete cure can only be a matter of con- 
jecture until time determines. 

Dr. Billings said today the examination 

had shown remarkable results.
